The application of the sewerage of towns 
by way of irrigation is more practicable and 
in case of inland cities may be, and will, in 
the future, be adopted with advantage to the 
community. The practice of pouring the 
contents of their sewers into the streams 
will in time become intolerable. It has 
already contributed largely to drive the fish 
from our streams and in some cases to affect 
the sanitary condition of the people. 

It is a problem for the civil engineer, per- 
haps, to settle, as to how far the sewerage 
or waste from our large towns can be made 
to subserve the purposes of agriculture. And 
it becomes of greater importance as the pop- 
ulation increases. 

We do not think the general results thus 
far attained in Great Britain, in the applica- 
tion and utilization of the waste of large 
towns have been satisfactory. But we feel 
confident that the time will come when ne- 
cessity will lead to better methods and reach 
greater and more practicable results.

On receiving the letter in relation to the 
herd in Mendon, last Saturday, we immedi- 
ately urged his Excellency, the Governor, 
to fill the Cattle Commission without delay, 
and he will probably do so this week. At 
present the only commissioner authorized to 
act on behalf of the State is Hon. Levi 
Stockbridge of Amherst. The full commis- 
sion consists of three persons appointed by 
the Executive. It is evident that some sani- 
itary measures should be adopted, and at 
any rate the farmer whose cows are attacked 
wants to know what te do and a competent 
commission is best capable of advising. 
Besides a commission would collect facts 
and statistics and keep the run of the disease. 
We need to know more about it, and the 
only way to learn all about it is to follow it 
up which a faithfal commission would do. 
We shall keep the readers of the Ploughman 
informed of the facts as they come to our 
knowledge.

IMPROVEMENT OF BARREN SOILS. 


Perhaps the most wonderful instance of 
the improvement of a barren soil took place 
in the north of Seotland, on the estate of, I 
think, the Marquis of Tweeddale. The soil 
was a useless peat. The proprietor having 
discovered a good soil underneath, made 
canals thoroughly intersecting the land ; into 
these the peat was thrown and floated away 
and the productive soil was rendered avail- 
able for cultivation. No matter how fertile 
a soil may be, it cannot continually be 
cropped without adequate manuring, and it 
is of great importance that all land should 
be provided with sufficient and suitable ac- 
commodations for the manufacture of ma- 
nures. The position of the land with regard 
to obtaining — v ~ eee oe has 
a t effect upon t egree of fertility to 
which it will be raised. Proximity to a large 
town, or direct and speedy communication 
with one, affords great opportunity for im- 
provement. Perhaps there never was a time 
when greater facilities were available for 
making improvements general. The theo 

and practice of draining is better understood, 
we Lave more efficient implements of tillage, 
while steam is lending her mighty r to 
enable us to plough and to subsoil in a way 
which could not before be done. Supplies 
of manure are now being brought from the 
other side of the world to take the place of 
what is not returned to the soil.

THE PRINGIPLES OF BREEDING.” 


Address of Prof. James Law of 
Cornell University. 


The Chairman announced that the first topic 
for consideration was “‘ Breeding,” which would 
be opened by a lecture by Prof. James Law, of 
Cornell University. Prof. Law gave a very 
iateresting and valuable address, in which he 
explained the various stages of pre-natal growth, 
making his explanations very clear by the use of 
jagrams. He mentioned several causes of steril- 
ity, among which, were allowing animals to breed 
before they had come to maturity, fatty degen- 
eration, (which he said might be overcome by a 
starvation diet,) obesity in either male or female, 
sugar used in iarge amounts in their food, and 
a too rigid close of the mouth of the womb. This 
latter difficulty, he said, could be remedied by 
inserting the hand, and dilating the mouth of the 
womb with the fingers. He deprecated putting 
females to bearing too early, especially when 
they were milked to the utmost after the first 
pregnancy. 

Rich, dry feeding was necessary to secure 
bone, muscle vigor; but if early fatting was 
required, a r and more aqueous dict, but not 
less nutritious was n - Arich soil abound- 
ing in lime was essential to obtain vigorous and 
well formed snimals. Breeding animals, the 
speaker said, should be kept in good condition ; 


— | and in this connection, he mentioned the case of 


two flocks of sheep, one of which was in prime 
condition, and the other in rather poor condition 
In the first flock, all the ewos produced either 
twins or triplets, and in the latter, the lambs 
barely numbered one and a half to each ewe. 

The influence of imagination on animals was 
described as very great, and hence the importance 
of avoiding every thing calculated to disturb or 
excite them, and the necessity of keeping pure 
breeds, which it was desired to perpetuate, sepa- 
rated from other animals. 

The tendency to revert to the original type was 
very strong, of which many illustrations were 
mentioned, and it was stated that in animals, as 
in the human family, the offspring sometimes 
resembles the grand parents, or uncles, or aunts, 
rather than its mts.

It was believed that the male controlled the 
skin, the hair, and the locomotive system gener- 
ally; and that the female controlled the size, 
the internal organs, and the constitution. The 
parent possessing the most vigorous constitution 
would er etermine toa great extent the 
character of the progeny. But, said the Profes- 
sor, if results are obtained when one parent 
is of good quality, how much better will be the 
results if both parents are selected with care? 

The Professor summed up his lecture, which 
was listened to with profound attention, and 
gave general satisfaction, as follows :

He thought experience had demonstrated that 
that idea was nota correct one. Certain French 
savans investigated the subject several years i 
and they came to the opposite conclusion. r. 
Blakewell always contended that the good qual- 
ities of his sheep were owing to the female; his 
ewes were always sacred; he would never let or 
sell one; but he was always willing to sell or let 
his rams. 

The result of his investigations had been that 
they could not get a perfect animal unless they 
had a perfect female as well as a perfect male. 
The reason why so much good resulted from the 
connection of a Durham buil with our ordinary 
cows was, that one was so much weaker, as a 
coarser animal, and the other so much stronger, 
from its perfect purity. 

Mr. Goodman iaid great stress upon the impor- 
tance of a good pedigree, which he said too many 
farmers were inclined to laugh at. 

In his opinion, too little attention was paid by 
breeders in this country to the age of the maie. 
The youngest animals were aliowed to breed, 
and they were got rid of before they matured. 
In other countries, they did not nto breed 
until the animal was com ively matured, 
and they retained them while they were doing 
good service. [t was the oustom here to put 
bulls a year old to cows, and when they were 
three or four years old, we got rid of them. The 
resalt was, that we had a great deal of immature 
stock, and this was one of the causes of the abor- 
tuons to which the Professor had referred. 

Hon. Simon Brown, of Concord, asked Prof. 
Law if there was any certainty, if a bull of 
impure blood was allowed to go to a heifer, that | 
apure animal could be obtained afterwards, by 
the use of any other bull. 

Prof. Law replied that it was supposed by Dar- 
win that the minute living germs that are after- 
wards to be developed into cells, and to control 
the development of future beings, are really 
absorbed and remain in the blood, it may be for 
generations, passing through a number of indi- 
viduals, and afterwards reappeariog, showing 
their type. 

Hon. Cuas. G. Davis, of Plymouth, said the 
question was asked him every year, and he sup- 
posed it was put to other gentlemen connected 
with County Societies, what they called a pure 
bred animal. The Royal Agricultural Society 
laid down the rule that crossing to the sixth gen- 
eration was considered pure blood, for all the 
purposes of an agricultural show. if an animal 
was exhibited at a fair, which showed all the 
marks of the pure breed from which it was exhib- 
ited, and was excellent of its class, he wanted to 
know whether they should consider it a pure 
animal, if it was the sixth, seventh, or eighth 
degree. He wanted to know where impurity 
ends and where purity begias.

What it was for cattle, Prof. Law could answer 
better than he could. 

Pror. Law, I am altogether incompetent to 
answer the question. 

Dr. Lorine remarked, that ten years ago, he 
occupied some fifty pages of the Annual Re- 
port with an essay on this subject, and not one 
single proposition he made then had ever been 
disputed by any scientific man. The use o 
immature animals for breeding purposes had 
been repeatedly deprecated, but still the farmers 
persisted in it, because they thought that was 
the cheapest way possible to secure the result 
desired. They would not wiater « ball two 
winters for him. It was an insult to the animal 
economy to call upon a male or female to tran- 
sact that business for which they were intended by 
nature until their faculties were all in full force. 
That was true in regard to the animal kingdom 
everywhere; and so it was found that cattle 
always degenerated under the use of young 
males. No stock horse had ever distinguished 
himself until he had become matured. More time 
was wasted in using yourg stallions than almost 
any thing else. A horse was a bundle of muscles, 
bones and fibres, intended for strength, and he 
could never transmit them until he had reached 
perfection. 

In regard to the adaptation of animals to partic- 
ular localities, the Doctor said if we did not do 
it, nature would do it for us. If farmers wanted 
to keep a pure breed of cattle, they must confine 
themselves to one partieular breed; it would not 
do to mix Shorthorns and Ayrshires and Jerseys 
all up together, and expect to retain pure 
breeds.

FOR THE FARMER.” 


Address of Avery FP. 


Slade, Esq- 


The Chairman stated that the question assien- 
ed for discussion this a'tersoon was the interests 
of the farmer as affected by the present system 
of warketing farm products and introduced Mr. 
Avery P. Laps, of Somerset, as the first speaker. 

Mr. Stape said that every farmer ‘elt the 
importance of securing a better system by which 
to dispese of his surplus products. Farmers 
were often undecided as to what crop would be 
in the best demand, and bring the greatest price. 
He believed that, as a general thing, they deter- 
mined in the fali the cropt they would grow the 
ensuing year, and they were more or less gov- 
erned by the ruling prices of the various articles 
at thattime. The consequence often was, that 
the market the next year was glutted with that 

rticular article, and the prices unusually 

ow. A large portion of the small fruits, milk, 
vegetables and other produce consumed in our 
large cities was handled by parties whose busi- 
ness it is to make money, and that they sucveed- 
ed in their business there was abundant reason 
to believe. The freight, cartage and storage 
were charged to the iarmer, and one-tenth of 
the gross receipts was required as commission. 
One firm in Quincy Market sold in one day 28, 
000 boxes of strawberries, which, at eighteen cts. 
per box amounted to $5,040. The commission on 
that day's sale alone amounted to $504. It was 
the same with milk. The milk seller who took 50 
or 100 cans of milk from the depot a day was in 
possession of a business more veiuable than the 
best milk farm inthe Commonweaith. 

Mr. Slade mentioned the case of a dealer in 
Boston, who received one hundred cans, or eight 
hundred quarts of milk a vay, for which he paid 
forty-tive dollars. He allowed it to stand on ice 
for three hours, and then drew a quart from the 
top of each can, which he sold to the ice cream 
saloons at forty-five cents a quart. Then he 
filled up the cans with water, and sold it for pure 
milk at eight cents a quart. 

A system of marketing which would divide the 
profits between the producer and consumer was 

bsolutely d jed as one of the first steps to 
be taken, with the view of making farming profit- 
able. A great many plans had been suggested, 
but no system had been yet tried, which had not 
proved quite impracticable. Regular murket 
days had been proposed, and he would rejoice 
to see them established in every large town in 
the State, but it was evident that plan would not 
cover the whole ground, for much of the produce 
of the farm was of a perishable nature, and must 
find its way to the consumer without delay. He 
did nat feel competent to suggest any plan which 
should be entirely unobjectionable, but it seemed 
to him that the co operative system, wherein the 
farmer would have acommon interest with the 
seller, would preve eminently practicable, and, 
if adopted, secure the best results. Besides 
affording him the desired facilities for merket- 
ing, this system might be made to furaish him 
with important information relating to prices, 
the best time and method of forwarding his pro 
ducts, and also the kinds and quality which ihe 
market demanded. 

Mr. Sotomon H. Howe, of Bolton, described, 
ina humorous way, some of his experiences as 
an amateur farmer. According to his account, 
the privilege of farming is a luxury which very 
few men can afford to pay for.

‘GENERAL AND SPECIAL MANURES, 


WHICH WAS OPENED BY AK 


Address by Dr. James BR. Nichols. 


He gave a lacid and extremely interesting 
account of his experiments on a farm in Ha- 
verhill, during the last seven years, which 
before he bought it, had been'.llowed to become 
exhausted. No corn or otber grain had been 
raised onthe farm for teu years. The so\ls 
when chemically tested, exhibited very re 
markable differences in their characteris‘ ics; 
different parts of even the same field showing 
very marked dissimilarities. Noexcrementitious 
products had been bought, except a few loads of 
manure, and only a cow and beifer were kept on 
the place at first, but the farm had been brought 
up by the use of special manures. It now main- 
tained eighteen cows, five horses, three hogs, and, 
a portion of the time, a yoke of oxen. The pro- 
duct the present season was fifiy tons of hay, 
twenty bushels of corn, one hundred bushels of 
oats, and quite a large amount of fruit. The 
farm was raised from its unproductive position 
during the first three or five years by special fer- 
tilizers, until, by the increase of products, it had 
been made capable of sustaining a herd of ani- 
mals which now supplied him with nearly all the 
fertilizing material needed, and the manufacture 
or use of special fertilizers had in a considerable 
degree ceased. The experiment had now come 
to an end through its perfect success. 

He had used fifteen tons of bones, one hundred 
bushels of unleached ashes, four tons of fish 
pomace, two tons of Peruvian guano, five bun- 
dred pounds of crude potash, one ton of oil of 
vitriol, teu tons of jime, and several hundred 
voands of sulphate of magnesia, nitrate of & da, 
ind other silts. His experiments showed that 
the bone grinders charged one hundted per cent. 
profit, and he thought the farmers should demand 
a reform in this matter. $790 had bven « xpended 
in special fertilizers during the seven years, 
which amounted to seven dollars an acre per 
annum on the land which had been restored to 
fertility. He had demonstrated, he thought, 
that wet meadows could be profitably re: laimed 
by special agents, easily and readily handled, It 
seemed to him thatthe value of the low lands 
was not safficiently appreciated by farmers.
